.first designs for his great works in oil colours; 
amongft thefe is the firft (ketch for the famous picture 
of Sigifmunda. 

This invaluable collection has been with 
much pains and expence felected by a gentleman, 
well-known as an admirer of our Countryman Hogarth, 
and who, many years ago, was enabled to add materially 
to his collection, by a confiderable purchafe made of 
his late Widow.
